This man Peter repented of his sins and the Lord 
forgave him, and soon after the resurrection of our 
Lord he breathed on the disciples—Peter being among 
them—and commanded them to receive the Holy Ghost.

It does not agree with some people to be in easy 
places. Whena Christian man, in the midst of hard 
work and opposition, can say, “It is good for me to 
be here,” he may feel pretty certain that he is in the 
kingdom. Rest is good for/a*man, but he does not 
want rest all the fime. Spice in cake is good, but it 
can not be made wholly of spice. Man is not to rouse 
his feelings and hunt after happiness.

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THE STORY OF JESUS.—M. 235. 


BY J. P. WATSON. 

48. Jesus raised the dead. On three different oeca- 
sions the Son of man manifested his power in this di- 
rection. It was not a greater power than he assumed 
and exercised in other miraculous matters. Probably 
one miracle involves as much power as another. To 
raise the dead requires no more energy than to calm 
asea. Both are stupendeus miracles, but really there 
are miracles of no other form. The concentrated 
power of humanity for all the ages in the arm and will 
of one man would not suffice for the blasting of a fig- 
tree, the changing of water to wine, the restoration of 
a withered hand, or the opening of blind eyes. 

The miracle is not within the reach of human abil- 
ity. Such a consummation involves the power of the 
Infinite either in the simpler or mightier miracle, if 
such distinctions are admissible. 

Thus the resurrection of the dead involves no un- 
usual power on the part of Jesus, but through these, 
miracles a new form of testimony is presented. Such 
a miracle does not prove divine ability in Jesus only, 
but it opens the door into the unseen world, and gives 
demonstration and proves the actuality of the new life 
beyond the grave. 

Christ probably raised more than three persons from 
the dead, but only three resurrections by him are re- 
corded in the gospels. In the one case it was the maid 
of twelve years. She had but just died and was not 
yet ready for her burial. In the next case it is the 
young man of Nain, while being borne forth to his 
burial on his bier. In the next case it is of Lazarus 
in his grave. He had been dead four days already. 

Bodily decomposition had already begun. The of- 
fensiveness of his body was an argument against roll- 
ing away the stone. 

The first miracle, in point of evidence, would be 
least conclusive with the multitude. The child might 
have been in a trance. Even Jesus said, “She is not 
dead, but sleepeth.”’ And yet death had come, and the 
departed spirit was recalled by the resurrecting words 
of the Master. There was also privacy in the action. 

_ Beside the parents, only the blessed apostolic triumvi- 
rate were allowed to be present. 

But the next miracle of this nature was more won- 

derful. Death had longer supervened. Any question 
‘of death could not- be reasonably entertained. The 
funeral procession was on its way to the tomb, and the 
gate of the city, the center of resort with the Jews, 
was only just passed. One with authority, surrounded 
by his own large compdhionship, commands the proces- 
sion to halt and the bier to rest on the ground. Christ 
approaches with words of consolation and blessed prom- 
ise to the mother, and then to the astonishment of the 
multitude, with commanding words, turns to the dead 
body of the young man. 

By his very motion all eyes would be fixed on the 
body of the dead, even as his own were. Thus all 
would witness the marvelous resurrection. A multi- 
tude of witnesses would bear abroad the wonderful 
truth—the dead is alive again. Childhood has had re- 
suscitation, and youthful manhood, and now maturity 


should be crowned again with life. Parents are glad- 
dened, then the widowed heart leaps for joy, and now 
the sisters should be remembered by the life-giving 
Lord. 

In the case of Lazarus the grave has its charge, and 
had for days holden its own with cords which no man 
could break. A great company surrounds the tomb. 
The prayer silences all hearts, and then, “Lazarus, come 
forth,” thrills the soul, and words had never thrilled it 
before. “‘He that was dead came forth, bound hand 
and foot, with grave-clothes.”” Jesus would do what 
man could not do, and that alone. Man should be his 
helper and co-worker in grandest enterprises, and so 
here the hand of the human should have a part with 
the hand of the Divine. ‘Take ye away the stone” 
and “loose him and let him go.” Christ would burst 
bonds they could not break; they might loose those 
that would yield to their touch. He would show his 
power; they might gratefully show their joy. 

The three cases illustrate the possibility of the res- 
urrection, no matter how long since death, or what the 
body’s condition. They show something also of the 
manner of the resurrection, and teach plainly the lit- 
erality thereof. 

To the disciples the resurrection of the dead became 
a more blessed truth than ever after these wonderful 
illustrations. The fact of the resurrection is given 
conspicuous place in the New Testament, being men- 
tioned forty-two different times. 

Tradition says Lazarus lived thirty years following 
this event. The silence of the first three evangelists 
Farrar thinks was a matter of relief to Lazarus and 
his family. 

49. The transfiguration of Jesus. This is one of the 
most beautiful episodes of the gospel story. This with- 
drawn, the veil which covers the life of Jesus would 
be somewhat deepened. Here we catch the flashings 
of that heavenly light which so plainly reveals the di- 
vinity of his face. Nowhere does he appear nearer the 
throne of glory or more intimately related to heaven 
than here. We are glad John, James, and Peter could 
be with him in this holy mount. They might not tarry 
long and no booths were built, but the world spends 
much of its time in imagination and in sanctified con- 
templation with the blessed six in that cloud of real 
glory. The Mount of Transfiguration is a station at 
which the sainted pilgrim delights to tarry on his way 
to the city of life. Who has not been with Jesus in 
the holy mount? Who would not be often there? 

The church has generally accepted it as a fact that 
the transfiguration transpired on Mount Tabor. Be- 
fore the close of the sixth century three churches and 
a monastery had been erected on Tabor in commemo- 
ration of the event. It is certain, however, that the 
event did not transpire there. 

Within thirty years thereafter Josephus fortified the 
brow of this mountain, or rather strengthened the for- 
tifications which already existed there, and had from 
time-immemorial. The fort itself was but the center 
of a town, something like one half mile in circumfer- 
ence and covering the entire brow ot the mount. The 
site would afford no opportunity for such seclusion as 
Jesus sought in the scene of the transfiguration. Her- 
mon is the now generally accepted place of this event. 


Kitto divides the public life of Jesus into three pe- 
riods. The first was that of miracles, the second that 
of parables, the third that of sufferings. The transfig- 
uration Farrar considers Christ’s baptism for or initia- 
tion into the period of suffering. The energies of 
Jesus were being girded for the great agony. He 
thinks it was on some mountain that Jesus rested in 
the time of the temptation, when Satan offered him all 
the kingdoms of the world and their glory if he would 
fall down and worship him. Hermon signifies the 
mountain, and this is what Luke calls that which be- 
came the scene of the transfiguration. 

Three of the apostles only—the three favored ones— 
witnessed the wonderful scene. Jesus would havea 


sufficient number of witnesses of the event. Three 
would do. é 
The transfiguration began as Jesus prayed. Prayer 


is the introduction to much felicity and most of our 
real glory. He who prays little sees but little of 
Christ’s transfiguring glory. Prayer in the spirit is 
always in the holy mount, and brings us far nearer 
heaven and its inhabitants than we are wont to 
realize. 

Moses and Elijah appear with Jesus, and they are 
called men—perhaps from the life-likeness or natural- 


ness of their appearance, or possibly to teach us that 
death makes very little change in the nature of th 
man. In Sinaia dark cloud shadowed the somntiin 
but here it is a bright cloud. The law conipared with 
the gospel was. dark, but brightness most fitly symbol. 
izes the gospel. The cloud is the long-establisheg 
symbol of Jehovah’s presence. As before so noy 
again God proclaims the Sonship of Jesus. 

The transfiguration shows the harmony ot the three 
dispensations—the legal, the prophetic, the gospel, 
Moses represents one, Elijah another, and Jesus the 
last. But Moses and Elijah disappear and Jesus only 
remains. So the law and the prophets were only shad. 
ows.of the reality. “Hear him,” says the voice of God, 
not them. Moses and Elijah are to speak henceforth 
only in Jesus. The three voices are to be lost in Ono. 
Jesus is to be the word henceforth. 

The superiority of the new dispensation is seen also 
in the fact that the faces of Moses and Elijah did not 
shine as the sun. In the light of the Sun of Right. 
eousness their glory so departed that they appear only 
as men. 

Moses herg needed no veil for his face. In the trans. 
figuration we catch a glimpse of our own resurrection. 
bodies, for we are to have bodies like Christ's glorious 
body, and this glorious body was doubtless his transfig. 
ured body. It is possible too that we have illustrated 
what might have been the manner of our own death had 
sin not come to the world through Adam. Indeed, in 
spite of sin the dying saints may pass through such 
changes as'the transfiguration illustrates. To die in 
the mount, in such holy companionship and with heay- 
en so very near, will be an experience most glorious. 

Raphael employed his best hours in painting the 
Transfiguration, and Kitto tells us that it is confess- 
edly the highest of all efforts of pictorial genius. The 
original work, more than three hundred years old, still 
hangs in the Vatican. A copy of it in mosaic, and on 
a colossal scale, fills the head of the left aisle in St. 
Peter’s at Rome. 

{n the center, in raiment white like light, is Jesus. 
On either hand, floating on the air, are Moses and Eli- 
jah. Beneath, and overshadowed by a bright cloud, 
are the disciples on their faces, shielding their eyes. 
At the foot of the hill the nine are represented in their 
unsuccessful effort to heal the demoniac. Than in this 
work, no painter ever did more grandly, and none ever 
had a better subject for his art. 

Recurring to the scene again, we listen to the con- 
versation of the heavenly three and we find that they 
talk of the approaching decease of Jesus. They know 
the fact, the place, and the manner thereof. Moses 
and Elijah had in prophecy themselves unveiled the 
face of the future while as yet they stood among mor- 
tal men; and now, standing in that light which envel- 
ops the throne of the King Eternal, they could see 
clearly the fulfillment of general prophecy in the ap- 
proaching tragic death of Jesus. That they talked 
about this event, is much to us. What they said we 
would gladly know. 

Their talk of it confirms us in the propriety of the 
theme among men, while it also shows the interest of 
heaven in that divine death from which more than hu- 
man life was to be born. 

Before them stood “the Lamb of God,” who by his 
death was to “take away the sin of the world.’’ That 
decease which was to pall all hearts with a mantle of 
sorrow was not to be accomplished by Judas and the 
Jews alone, but by Jesus himself at Jerusalem. 

Blessed preparation for an awful realization! Thank 
God that the valley of death, which lies at the feet of 
all, may be entered through the gateway of transfigu- 
ration. 


THE GLORIFICATION OF GOD 4@N THE FAX

[Address of W. A. Bell, President of the Indiana State 
Christian Conference, at its recent session at Greentown, 
Indiana. } 


The word “glory,” in its primitive meaning, signifies 
bright, clear, brilliant. Hence to glorify, means to 
make clear. ‘To glorify,” as ordinarily used, is equiv- 
alent. to singing praises, to extol, to commend. The 
original meaning is much better. We glorify God, not 
so much by our words of praise as by our lives. We 
glorify him in the best sense when we illustrate his 
character most perfectly in our lives. As a child knows 
of God’s goodness only as it is illustrated in his parents 
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and acquaintances, so the world knows of his goodness 
only as illustrated by his disciples. ‘Ye are the light 
of the world” only in so far as God’s attributes are illus- 
trated in your lives. “No man hath seen God at any 
time.” ‘He that hath seen me hath seen the Father.” 
Christ was the perfect medium. Through him God’s 
character was made radiant. He glorified God in the 
fullest sense, because God became visible through him. 
We form our estimate of God’s mercy and tenderness 
and goodness by taking the very best elements of fa- 
ther, and mother, and friend, and saying that the best of 
all these combined and then magnified many, many fold, 
is God. Let us remember that we glorify God not by 
our words, but by our lives; not by description, but by 
illustration. 

Before Jesus came into the world God was repre- 
sented as a great and powerful king, who was to be fear- 
ed and worshiped. Jesus first called him “Our Father 
who art in heaven,” and represented all men as his chil- 
dren, and therefore brethren. When the Savior called 
God “father” he glorified the family. He thus made 
(od visible through the family. A medium thus chos- 
en and for such an end, should be a consecrated medi- 
um, and no effort should be spared to make it worthy its 
end. Upon the Christian father and mother rests the 
great task of so rearing a family of children that they 
may become upright, intelligent, conscientious men and 
women. A few thoughts as to one of the ways by 
which the family may merit the distinction Christ thus 
bestowed upon it, is the burden of what I have to say: 

Tell me how a person spends his leisure time and I 
will measure very correctly that person’s general intel- 
ligence. The difference that exists among men depends 
largely upon what they do outside regular working 
hours. The time that most persons ‘fool away’’ is suf- 
ficient to store their minds with valuable information 
and give a liberal education. A person’s vocation does 
not give to him responsibilities and social standing, 
but he honors or degrades this vocation. If the legal 
profession is looked upon as being more respectable 
than farming, it is because lawyers, as a class, by their 
application, have secured a 

HIGHER AVERAGE OF INTELLIGENCE 


than have the farmers. The social estimate of an oc- 
cupation is determined by the average intelligence and 
virtue of those engaged in it. In this country, as in no 
other upon the face of the earth, does the accident of 
birth or money stand for little. Here a man is judged 
not by what his father is, but by what he is; not by his 
vocation, but by his power; not by his dress and man- 
ners, but by his character. 

The “learned blacksmith’ who mastered more than 
a dozen different languages is as much honored as the 
college president; and the shoemaker astronomer of 
Spiceland is none the less respected because of his 
usual occupation. 

Intelligence stands for more to-day than ever before, 
and as the years go on ignorance will be more and more 
of a reproach, and it will grow more and more difficult 
for an uneducated person to make his way in the world. 
An ounce of brain is worth a ton of muscle. Mere 
brute force is valuable but needs to be directed and 
controlled. It is 


BRAIN POWER 


that has made all the discoveries and inventious, by 
which machinery now so largely takes the place of mere 
muscle. By this machinery one man is enabled to do 
the work of a dozen men. Steam and electricity, con- 
trolled by mind, are the great physical forces of the 
world. 

Almost every variety of labor is now done by ma- 
chinery, and thus the work of the world is being 
wrought and time is left for the improvement of the 
mind. With the aid of machinery a man can cultivate 
five times as much land as was possible for him to attend 
when I was a boy, and he can do it with more ease to 
himself, 

A person who will read only one hour a day for only 
SIX months in a year, will in a comparatively few years 
be surprised at the amount of reading he has done—the 
—- of information gained, and at his broader views 
ot life, 


Let us imagine 
THE AVERAGE FAMILY 
with father, mother, boys and girls of varying ages, with 
the day’s work done, supper over, and all seated around 
a cheerful hearth. What shall the procedure be? Shall 
the father sulkily bury himself in his last newspaper? 


Shall the older boys go out “larking?” Shall the 
mother and older girls set themselves to knitting and 
mending and thus demonstrate the truthfulness ot the 
old adage, ‘A man’s work is from sun to sun, but a 
woman’s work is never done?” Shall the little ones be 
allowed to while away the time as best they can until 
they grow sleepy and are put to bed? Shall evening 
after evening be allowed to thus pass without an effort 
to rise from the low plane of mere existence, to the 
higher intellectual plane of thinking and living? 

Let us draw another picture of this same family. 
Let us call the time just after supper “the children’s 
hour.” Let it be the business of father, mother, and 
older brothers and sisters to see to it that the “little 
folks” have a good time. At least one juvenile paper 
should be taken for the sake of its stories and pictures. 
Simple, innocent games should be provided. 

At an early hour the little ones are asleep. Now let 
some one read aloud from an entertaining book. Let 
the boys and girls take turns in this oral reading. The 
advantages of such a course are manifold. In addition 
to the information gained, the child gains the power to 
read with ease, which his limited practice in school sel- 
dom gives. ig 

THE HABIT OF READING 


is acquired, a love for good books is formed, the desire 
to seek company away from home is supplanted, and 
the door is opened to a liberal education and integrity 
of character. A young man who has learned to value 
good books as his friends, has thereby fortified himself 
against one of the greatest enemies to an upright man- 
hood, namely, idle companions. 

This programme is not to be uniform and arbitrary. 
Games and music should have a place, and the books 
and papers should be such as will interest as well as in- 
struct. The aim should be to make home attractive, 
because without interest and sympathy but little can be 
accomplished. Boys and girls should not be compelled 
to go from home to have ‘a good time.’”’ Parents can 
have no higher purpose than to see their children grow 
into intelligent, virtuous, respectful men and women. 
Parents live largely for their children; they are ambi- 
tious to leave them as large an inheritance as possible. 
But while it is true that most parents live for their 
children, comparatively few know 

HOW TO LIVE “WITH” THEIR CHILDREN. 


To make home what it should be, parents must be 
interested in what children like. It is folly to attempt 
to convert children into old people at once. Besides, 
this continuous renewal of the youthful spirit on the 
part of the parents is the best possible antidote against 
growing old. If parents will live with their children 
the benefits to the parents will be scarce by less than 
to the children themselves. 

Thousands of young men, especially in and near 
towns and cities, having no provision made for their en- 
tertainment at home, seek company elsewhere, and too 
frequently find it in bar-rooms and saloons, where they 
are readily led into habits that result in their ruin. It 
is safe to say that a large majority of the cases of 
profligacy and dissipation on the part of young men, is 
the direct result of the failure of parents to make their 
homes what they ought to be. Do you remind me that 
many of these “ Young Americans” go out from wealthy 
families with elegant homes? Yes, I remember that— 
and I remember also that the family life in some of these 
mansions is entirely barren of all that makes our ideal 
home. I remember also that some of the happiest 
families I have ever known have lived in very humble 
houses. Thank God that a happy family life is not de- 
pendent upon riches. 

Let it be remembered that character is not a matter 
of chance—it is first the result of hereditary tendency. 
It is natural for a child to be like his parents. His 
tendency to idleness or industry, to profligacy or econ- 
omy, to selfishness or generosity, to temperance or in- 
telligence, to dishonesty or integrity, depends largely 
upon the fixed character of his parents; but it depends 
still more upon the education of the child—not school 
education solely or chiefly, but upon the education that 
comes from the example and teachings of the home. 
These facts should make conscientious parents tremble 
at their responsibilities. In this country the 

HOME IS THE UNIT OF SOCIETY; 


it is the center of civilization. Upon it the school, the 

|church, the state, must rest. We must look to our 
homes, chiefly, for all advance in higher, purer living, 
and in broader, clearer thinking. 


You tell me again that my plan seems to involve the 
expenditure of quite a little sum of money for books 
and papers. Admit it, and for what can money be 
more wisely used? Benjamin Franklin said: “If a 
mau empty his purse into his head he can not lose it. 
An investment in knowledge always pays the best in- 
terest.” Parents too often toil, and save, and econo- 
mize; nay, even stint themselves in order that they may 
leave to their children a large estate, and how often it 
is the case that this money proves a curse rather than a 
blessing to the children. How much wiser it would be 
to put at least a part of this money into the heads of 
the children, and thus make a permanent and safe in- 
vestment in a bank that never breaks, and always pays 
good dividends. Intelligence, culture, and character 
can not be estimated in dollars and cents. “What shall 
a man profit if he gain the whole world and lose his 
own soul?” : 

Parents should always be much more concerned 
about what their children shall be, than what they shall 
have. They should give them a good education, and 
fit them to take care of: themselves and live to some 
purpose, although by so doing they can leave them as 
an inheritance only an

Yes, get the books and papers; get them in some way. 
Buy them, borrow them, get them from the township 
library—I almost said steal them. Where there is a 
will a way will be provided. Get the books, get the 
papers. 

In the absence of sufficient library accommodations 
let several persons in the same neighborhood combine 
and form a sort of

For example, suppose that each of a half a dozen fami- 
lies should buy two good books in the course of a year, 
and having read them, should loan them to the other 
families in the circle. Thus ample reading matter 
would be supplied at slight cost. Papers and maga- 
zines can thus be exchanged to a limited extent. There 
is no good reason why the average farmer should not 
supply his family with all necessary reading matter. The 
question is not, can he afford to do it, but rather can he 
afford not to do it. Not long since I heard a good 
woman complaining that her two boys, twelve and four- 
teen years of age, had no interest in books—that she 
had tried in vain to keep them home of nights and have 
them “study their books.” A little investigation re- 
vealed the fact that the only books to be found in this 
woman’s house, aside from the Bible, some school books, 
and Milton’s Paradise Lost, were a few copies of “Con- 
gressional Reports” which had doubtless been sent to 
the husband free of charge. And yet this man was 
worth $20,000. : . 

Think of a father’s owning a fine farm with an ele- 
—_ house and spacious barn, living in comfort, with a’ 
amily growing up around him, and yet 

: WITHOUT A LIBRARY, 


without a book or a paper adapted to the capacities 
and tastes of their children. He provides bountifully 
for their bodily comforts, but is starving to death their 
higher intellectual and spiritual nature. He is allow- 
ing them to merely vegetate. Such a state of things is 
a sad commentary upon a father’s and mother’s ideal of 
the great ends of life and their duty as parents. 

Man can not live by bread alone. The chief end of 
life is not to makemoney. Think you I have drawn an 
ideal picture that can not be realized except by a few 
favored ones? Not so, not so. 

I know many families who oe panne into actual 
practice all that I have suggested. The parents in these 
families are endeavoring to get the good out of life as it 
passes, and are not foregoing all pleasures, and making 
all sacrifices, and enduring all hardships in order to ac- 
cummulate a competence, which always comes accord- 
ing to their estimate, after they have lost their capacity 
to enjoy it. They have determined to retain the con 
fidence and sympathy of their children, and thus keep 
control over them, by being in a sense their gompan- 
ions. Thus parents make it their business to have a 
good time, and to see to it that their children have a 
good time, and they are careful to see that this good 
time does not consist solely in the gratification of the 
appetites and lower faculties. 

(es, there is ample time and ample money in the 

reat masses of homes to realize all that has been 

Coats suggested; all that is lacking is the appreciation 
of its necessity, and a will to bring it about. 

What would not you and I give to-day for the infor- 
mation and the culture we might have gained had we 
from our youth up spent our leisure time in profitable 
reading! And it must be remembered that this reading 
is not a burden, but soon becomes a great pleasure. 

These entirely practical suggestions if carried out 
would increase the intelligence, would improve the 
morals, would increase the capacity to enjoy life a hun- 
dred-fold in a single generation. Shall the attempt be 
made? A proper use of winter evenings and leisure 
time will do it. ? 
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OHIO SIATE ASSOCIATION. 


The Ohio State Christian Association met in annual 
session with the Richwood Mission, November 11, 1884, 
at 10 o’clock a.m. After a few preliminary exercises 
the session adjourned for dinner. . 

The afternoon session opened with devotional exer- 
cises, followed by the appointment of committees on 
finance, relief, missions, education, publication, Sun- 
day-schools, and temperance. 

Petitions from the churches at Danville, Pompey, 
and Richwood were passed into the hands of the Com- 
mittee on Finance; also the claim from the church in 
Springfield. 

Elder Josiah Knight, committee of relief, reported 
that he had received no funds and made no disburse- 
ments. 

The report of Elder-C. J. Jones, state evangelist, 
was read and passed into the hands of the Committee 
on Finance. 

A motion to appoint three trustees to take the over- 
sight of the Red Lion Church property in Warren 
County prevailed, and Rev. T. M. McWhinney, David 
Stase, and Smith Hatfield were elected to fill that 
Office. 





SECOND DAY—MORNING SESSION. 


After a half hour of devotional exercises the min- 
utes of the previous day’s session were read and ap- 
proved. 

Missions. 

The Committee on Missions submitted: the following, 
which was adopted: 

1. That thestate missionary be required, in connection 
with other methods he may adopt to secure an efficient, 
energetic sister to organize the missionary work among 
the sisters throughout different conferences in the state, 
and that she have charge of the work, to act as she may 
deem best, and report the progress of her work quar- 
terly to the state missionary. 

2. After considering the merits of the claims from the 
churches at Danville, Pompey, and Richwood, we find 
them worthy of our sympathy, but from lack of funds 
and present indebtedness we can not do as we desire. 
Yet in view of the peculiar relations and conditions of 
the Danville Church we recommend an appropriation of 
$100 to the Danville Church out of the first available 
funds after the present indebtedness is canceled. 


Item 1 of this report was amended instructing the 
executive board to employ an agent for the state, pro- 
vided he would agree to raise his own salary and ex- 
penses from his work. : 

The following resolution was adopted, and President 
D. A. Long was made a life-member of the association : 

WHEREAS, President D. A. Long has rendered service 
to the state work in filling the state evangelist’s appoint- 
ments at the Springfield Mission; therefore, 

Resolved; That he be made a life-member of this asso- 
ciation. . 
Reports of Committees. 


The following reports of committees were presented: 
Sunday- Schools. 


In the absence of any report from the secretary of this 
department, your committee find themselves without 
data upon which to base a report. We therefore recom- 
mend all ministers and Sunday-school workers to co- 
operate with the editor in furnishing to the schools a 
suitable literature. We look upon the Sunday-school as 
the future hope of the church. Here is furnished an 
open field for work, and, if improved, will strengthen 
our cause, and it can not be neglected without great loss 
to the Christian people. 

We would call attention to the duty we owe the church 
and publishing interests. There are none to excel our 
literature, either in quality or neatness of dress or in re- 
ligious truth. We should encourage every method and 
means by which the work may be promoted. 


Education. 


The educational interests of our people in the different 
states are in as prosperous a condition as we could rea- 
sonably expect; at least, the outlook is hopeful. 

Our most cherished institution of learning, at Yellow 
Springs, Ohio, under the efficient management of Presi- 
dent D. A. Long and his professors, have met our highest 


expectations. The present catalogue of Antioch College 


is pronounced by some of the old students to be the best 
that has ever been issued. 

The students have an interesting and deeply pious 
weekly prayer-meeting which is largely attended. The 
religious tone of the institution recommends it to Chris- 
tian people every where. 

We would recommend young men preparing for the 
ministry to attend Antioch, and not stop short, if possi- 
ble, of a thorough course of study. 

To preserve the present status of said institution and

to further increase its efficiency, we would urge our 
brethren, especially in Ohio, to stand faithfully by 
the president and faculty by encouraging them with 
both patronage and money. 


Finance. 

We have examined the reports of the financial secre- 
tary and state evangelist, and find their accounts to bal- 
ance. There are, however, some things growing out of 
these reports that will be to the interest and welfare of 
this association to consider. 

1. There is a discrepancy between the financial secre- 
tary’s report and the claim of the Springfield Mission 
for last year. The order is drawn for the sum of $1,007, 
while the amounts paid, as per report of secretary to 
cancel said order, is $879.92, leaving a balance of $127.08. 
A verbal statement from the secretary states that other 
money was received by the Springtield Mission which is 
not accounted for, and that the order which the associa- 
tion voted was not for a definite amount, but for balance 
of available funds. [The order as recorded in minutes 
is $1,007.92.] 
due of $258.16, while the secretary’s report makes the 
balance 333.50. We can not adjust these differences, and 
therefore recommend a special committee to be appoint- 
ed with full power to settle this matter. 

The indebtedness of the association is as follows: 
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The available fund for the current year is $500, which 
leaves an indebtedness for the past year of $111.12. Add 
to this the obligations to the secretaries and a probable 
increased amount necessary to adjust the Springfield 
claim, and the outlook is such that we recommend re- 
trenchment. 

The notes held by this institution, not including notes 
against the Publishing House, yielded an income of less 
than $100 last year, as shown by the reports of the finan- 
cial secretary and state evangelist. We therefore rec- 
ommend that diligent steps be taken to collect interest 
on notes. 

The reports of the financial secretary and state evan- 
gelist both show that the principal of notes has been col- 
lected and applied to current expenses. This is a clear 
violation of the constitution, which declares that such 
money shall be a permanent and irreducible fund. 

{[Revs. A. Dunlap and B. H. Chrisman were appointed 
the committee to adjust the claim of Springfield with 
the financial secretary.] 

Relief. 

Your committee recommend Sisters Swank and Beatty 
as worthy of our sympathy, and recommend that each 
be paid $25 out of the first available funds for that pur- 
pose. 

Publication. 

We deem the HERALD or GosPEL LiIneErRTY ably edited 
and faithfully managed, and worthy of a place in every 
Christian family, and we recommend it to the patronage 
of all lovers of clear and unforced interpretation of gos- 
pel truth. We also recommend the Sunday-school liter- 
ature published at Dayton, Ohio, to the patronage of our 
people at large, and we unhesitatingly place it on an 
equal footing with the best Sunday-school literature of 
the age. 

We greatly appreciate the interest manifested in the 
editorial and business management of the Publishing 
House, and hereby promise our faithful support in the 
future. 

Temperance. 

We consider the temperance cause still an abundant 
field for work. Much has been done to remove the vice 
and habits arising from intoxicating drinks, and all 
Christian people have great reasons to be thankful for 
the work accomplished. We believe the seeming pres- 
ent lull is but a preparation for a greater conflict, and it 
is our duty to publicly and privately advocate total ab- 
stinence. The work is a warfare, and must be pressed 
and urged with unwavering perseverance. 

We believe the unhallowed and pernicious work of 
manufacturing, selling, and drinking intoxicating bev- 
erages to be the great crime of theage. _ It is our duty to 
use continued efforts religiously, morally, and politically 
to suppress the evil and redeem our common country 
from its present disturbed and alarming condition. 


A vote of thanks was tendered the Richwood Mis- 
sion for the hospitable manner in which they enter- 
tained the convention.

THE BIBLE. 


The first Christians—I mean those who lived eight- 
een hundred years ago—used no book as authority in 
church matters but the “Scriptures,” and counted these 
sufficient ‘for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for 
instruction in righteousness, that the man of God might 
be perfect, thoroughly furnished unto all good works.” 
The Christians of the nineteenth century, following 
this celestial example, take the Scriptures as their in- 
fallible rule of faith and duty. And to this rule every 
minister and member is understood to stand pledged. 
No man is or should be received into a Christian 
Church who denies the Bible, its doctrine, its God, 
its’ Christ, its Spirit, or its truths. The Bible is 
our creed, our constitution, our discipline, our rule of 
faith and duty, our early lesson, and our ultimate ap- 
peal. This being so, no man has any claim to member- 
ship in the body who rejects the Book. He hasa right 
to study, to interpret, to explain, but not to deny. Of 
course this does not cut off honest, friendly criticism 
concerning verbal errors of translation, which are ad- 
missible by all denominations. When he findsa higher 
authority, a more sacred rule, a better guide, it is his 
duty to disavow his profession at his initiation into the 
church and dissolve his connection. The Christians 
have a God who alone is always God, infinite in every 
possible excellence. They have a Savior, God’s Son, 
“who, being in the form of God, thought it not robbery 
to be equal with God: but made himself of no reputa- 
tion, and took upon him the form of a servant, and was 
made in the likeness of men: and being found in fashion 
as a man, he humbled himself, and became obedient 
unto death, even the death of the cross. Wherefore 
God also hath highly exalted him, and given him a 
name which is above every name: that at the name of 
Jesus every knee should bow, of things in heaven, and 
things in earth, and things under the earth: and that 
every tongue should confess that Jesus Christ is Lord, 
to the glory ot God the Father.’’ They have their sa- 
cred books; and none of these things are to be belit- 
tled or preached against in Christian pulpits.

STA REA REE ATS TLS OTS IEE ELBA 
DEATH OF WILLIAM M. OVERTUORF. 





We hardly know how to begin to communicate to 
our readers the sad intelligence of the death of our 
dear brother, William M. Overturf, which took place 
at his home at Somerford, Ohio, at 2 o’clock on the 
morning of Wednesday, December 3d. He was not 


supposed to be dangerously ill until a few hours before 


his departure to the unseen world. His health has not 
been good for the past two years, but he has been able 
to preach quite regularly. He was at his appointment 
near Mount Sterling the Sunday before his death, and 
left that place on Monday afternoon feeling in better 
health than he had enjoyed for some time previous. 
He arrived home after dark and was taken sick in the 
night. He was quite sick on Tuesday, but felt much 
improved in the evening. Late in the night his symp- 
toms became alarming, and he passed away at 2 o'clock. 
Of the exact nature of his disease we are not informed. 
He was conscious of his approaching change, and ex- 
pressed the most confident hope that he was going 
home. Bro. Overturf had lived about fifty-three years 
and had been in the ministry about twenty-five years. 
He leaves a wife, three sons, and two daughters, who 
deeply lament the loss of a kind husband and indul- 
gent father. All of his children are married save the 
youngest daughter. Bro. Overturf was a worthy mem- 
ber of the Ohio Central Conference, and was fondly 
loved and implicitly trusted by his brethren. He was 
a member of the board of trustees of the Christian 
Publishing Association, and also a member of the ex- 
ecutive committee of that board. 

His funeral was the most largely attended of any 
that we have ever witnessed. Many hundreds of peo- 
ple came, and from many miles away. All seemed to 
have come to give expressions of sympathy with the 
family in the hour of their sorrow. We have seldom 
been to a funeral where so large a number of the peo- 
ple seemed to be mourners. The services were con- 
ducted by the writer of this and Elders A. C. Hanger 
and C. L. Winget. The pastors of the Presbyterian 
and Methodist churches at London, Ohio, participated 
in the service. Few men among our ministers in Ohio 
would be missed more than Bro. Overturf. He was a 
modest man, but largely endowed with common sense. 
He was patient and self-depreciating, but unfaltering 
in his devotion to his convictions of truth and duty. 
His life was as self-forgetiul as that of any man we 
have ever known. He wasastrong man and an able 
preacher, and was instrumental in calling many men 
and women from the ways of sin to the paths of right- 
eousness and peace. He was faithful to his calling, 
and the Lord greatly blessed his labors. Personally, 
he was to us one of the dearest friends on earth, and it 
seems almost impossible for us to realize that we are to 
meet him no more below! But not many days hence, 
dear brother, we shall meet where earthly sorrows are 
ended anil earthly trials come no more. 
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THE PRESENT ATTITUDE OF UNITA RIANIgy 
TO CHRISTIANITY. ' 


Most Protestant denominations in this country ro. 


gard their creed or doctrinal, position as being an ex. 
pression of their conception or interpretation of Chris. 
tianity. The teaching of Jesus and his apostles js go. 
cepted as the ultimate truth, and the Bible is accepteq 
as the chief if not the sole source of information jy 


the endeator to determine what that teaching is. Dig. 
ferences among denominations arise from different jp. 
terpretations of the doctrine of the Bible. When the 
Unitarian controversy broke out in the Congregational 
Church in Boston in the early part of the present cep. 
tury, the question was, “What does the Bible teach” 

Noah Worcester and William Ellery Channing wrote 
against the doctrine of the trinity, hereditary total de. 
pravity, vicarious atonement, etc., for the purpose of 
showing that those and kindred doctrines were not 
taught in the Bible. 

Worcester’s “Bible News or Sacred Truths relating 
to the Living God, his Only Son and Holy Spirit,” was 
a clear and careful comparison of texts of scripture 
relating to the subject treated. The volume of that 
work which lies on our table at this writing is of an 
edition published by Elder John Longley and Barton 
W. Stone, at Cincinnati, A. D. 1829. The book was 
largely patronized by the Christians. Millard’s True 
Messiah and David Purviance’s Letter to the Churches 
followed the same line of argument advanced by Mr, 
Worcester. His work entitled, ‘The Atoning Sacrifice 
a display of Love and not of Wrath,” like Bible News, 
was a solid scriptural argument, and its conclusions 
were generally accepted by the ministers of the Chris- 
tian Church. 

It is well known that Dr. Channing was among the 
ablest supporters of the authenticity of the gospel. 
He was not only a believer in the Messiahship of Jesus, 
but a profound believer in the doctrine of the pre-ex- 
istence of the Son of God as maintained by Worcester. 
He believed Unitarianism as expounded by N. Worces- 
ter and himself because he conceived it to be the true 
interpretation of the gospel of Jesus Christ. Since 
the time of Channing and Worcester there has been a 
marked change in the spirit and teachings of the de- 
nomination. At first it appeared asa protest against the 
Calvinistic system of theology. It claimed that its 
teachings were more scriptural, more rational, and that 
they were founded upon a much higher and better con- 
ception of the character of God and of man’s relation 
to him and his government, both in the material and 
moral universe. Forty years ago it was understood 
that a Unitarian was one who believed in the unity of 
God as opposed to the trinitarian system; that he re- 
jected the Calvinistic system of depravity and atone- 
ment and of the endless punishment of the wicked. 
At present the name Unitarian does not describe any 
particular set of opinions. True, it tells very dis- 
tinctly what a man is not, but it does not go very far 
towards telling what he is. It is certain that a Unita- 
rian is not a believer in the trinity or in the ‘Deity of 
Christ.” Itis well understood that he is not a believer 
in the doctrine of original sin and legal satisfaction to 
divine justice, but-it is not at all certain whether he 
believes in Christianity at all. He may be a most de- 
vout believer or he may be an agnostic. Probably no 
two men were more influential in breaking the anchor- 
age of Unitarianism away from Christianity as a center 
than were Ralph Waldo Emerson and Theodore Par- 
ker. The denial of the supernatural element in Chris- 
tianity by those two great leaders provoked a spirited 
controversy among Unitarian divines, which lasted for 
perhaps twenty-five years, and may be said to have 
ended in a triumph of the Emerson-Parker school. 
At least a majority of the younger men who are now in 
the Unitarian pulpit are disciples of Emerson and Par- 
ker rather than of Channing and Norton, and the pres- 
ent tendency to “liberal thought” and “higher cultah” 
is decidedly in the direction of “the advanced thinker.” 
There are among them a remnant of brave, strong men 
who are most devout believers in the religion of Jesus 
as taught by himself and his apostles, and as advocated 
by Channing and Ware and their compeers. But the 
current of opinion in the body is decidedly against 
them. They are tolerated in the body, but nothing 
more. The word Christian was stricken from the arti- 
cles of association in the Western Conference a few 
years ago because that name was offensive to the con- 
scidnte of dértain advanveld thinkers who were desir- 
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ous of becoming members of that association provided 
its constitution should be amended by removing the 


offensive name. Although by that action the confer- | 
ence was to lose one of its most devout and zealous | 
members, the word Christian was stricken out with 
but little opposition! 

The action of the Western Conference has been pro- 
tested against by a few of the ablest and best men in 
the church; but their protest has made the strength of 
the anti Christian sentiment of the body only the more 
conspicuous. The leading men of the church have 
quite generally approved the action of the conference, 
and the action of the member who withdrew on ac- 
count of striking the name Christian from the consti- 
tution has been almost universally disapproved. 

It is fair to conclude that faith in the pretensions of 
Christianity is no longer -regarded as an essential fea- 
ture of Unitarianism. It is an association for the pro- 
motion of “liberal thought,” and nothing more.

Are there not friends enough 
who have not yet made any contribution to this object 
who will send to the treasurer a sufficient sum before 
the holidays to finish the good work of paying up the 
debt? 

It will be seen by the report that less than fifty dol- 
lars have been paid on salaries for the past two months. 
We would like to receive enough money within the 
next six weeks to pay all current expenses for the first 
half of this school year. If our churches would take 
collections between this and Janary 1, 1885, it could 


easily be done.

THE ROAD TO ROME. 





“Thus saith the Lord, Stand yein the way, and see, 
and ask for the old paths, where is the good way, and 
walk therein, and ye shall find rest to your souls.”’ Jer- 
emiah 6: 16. 

God’s way is better than man’s. Every departure 
from divine teachings, even though undesigned, results 
in loss if not: sin. 

This is strikingly illustrated in the sects into which 
the church is divided. The great evil of schism, the 
division of God’s people into separate and often con- 
flicting bodies is a wrong of incomparable magnitude, 
and has resulted from an attempt to be wiser than 
God. f 

The divine plan was that each local congregation of 
Christians should constitute the one church of that 
locality, and that all Christians taken collectively con- 
stitute the indivisible body of Christ, and the temple of 
the Holy Spirit. 

There is no authority in the New Testament for any 
permanent organization other than the local church. 
Councils were called which represented local churches 
and individual Christians, but they were only to meet 
on emergency. They had no permanent organization, 
they were notself-perpetuating. Noprovision was made 
for their continuance beyond the special occasion of their 
being called. 

It is precisely here that man’s wisdom has been put in 
the place of God’s. Local and temporary councils and 
conferences have been developed into self-perpetuating 
organizations known as conferences, associations, synods, 
and generalassemblies. These bodies have assumed leg- 
islative and precedent authority, and have constituted 
the nucleus of the several sects. 

In every instance the organization of such permanent 
associations has developed into a sect. So far at least as 
the theory of evolution is true, a permanent association 
of churches grows into a religious denomination. 

It follows, then, that the way of peace is in returning 
to the old paths, and walking in the divine order. The 
New Testament plan was that of independent churches 
with no selt-perpetuating associations or conferences. 
Such churches would be united. There would be noth- 
ing to induce separation. They would constitute the 
“one body, with one spirit.” Had this simple plan been 
adhered to there would never have been any sects. The 
only divisions among Christians would have been a 
local division, and this would be in accordance with di- 
vine order. 

Departure from this plan is a step towards Rome. 
Our Protestant denominations, including those who bo- 
sides independent lowal churches have permanent ase 
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ciations, are on the highway to Rome. They have but 
to go on and become as formal, intolerant, and un- 
Christian as she who is called “the mother of harlots 
and of the abominations of tle earth.”” Let all churches 
thus united in sectarian associations remember the di- 
vine word, “Stand in the ways and see, and ask for the 
old paths, where is the good way and walk therein.” — 
H.. H. Hinman in Berean Evangelist.

between the Harvard College boys and 
the High School girls. The first and 
second prizes were carried off by the 
girls. The third prize was taken by : 
college student, and the Harvard boys 
were so delighted that one of their num- 
ber took even the third prize that they 
carried him out of Music Hall on their 
shoulders. 

Some persons make the assertion that 
in a four years’ course the girls can not 
keep up with the boys. The late Dr. 
Raymond of Vassar College said this re- 
garding the higher education of women : 
“On the whole, it is very difficult to find 
what there is in science or literature 
that will do a man’s mind good that 
will not do a woman’s mind good also. 
In his college they had outgrown the 
question if girls can keep up with boys. 
They had gentlemen professors at Vassar 
and the question with them was how to 
keep ahead of the girls.’’ 

Judge Cooley of Michigan University 
said that one of the best mathematical 
scholars there was a girl. One of the 
best Greek scholars, too, was a girl. 

Before President White of Cornell de- 
cided to admit girls there he visited 
western colleges where they were ad- 
mitted, and opened a correspondence 
with the leading educators of the country 
upon the subject, and the testimony that 
he gathered was the same in every 
place. “It works well to educate the 
boys and girls together. The idea of sex 
is not regarded in the recitation room.”’ 

Oberlin College, the pride of Ohio, has 
had co-education for fifty years. Presi- 
dent Fairchild says: ‘‘I have never yet 
noticed any difference as to correct reci- 
tations between the boys and the girls.” 

A younger brother of President Fair- 
child is at the head of the State Univer- 
sity in Manhattan, Kansas. I asked 
him the question only a few weeks ago: 
“Do the girls keep up with the boys in 
their studies ?”’ 

‘*Most certainly,’’ was the reply; ‘it 


works well to educate them together. 
The boys are more gentlemanly, -the 
girls more ladylike, for this companion- 
ship.” 

I might multiply such testimony, but 
forbear when I think of the great injus- 
tice to womanhood in the past; when I 
remember that boys haye had colleges 
for six hundred, anq girls only fifty 
years, my blgod ¢urdles in indignation 
# Womah's wrongs, .

THE CONGO. 

Speaking of the Nile suggests A frica, 
and recalls the fact that the commerciai 
nations of the world are organizing to 
open up the interior of the Dark Conti- 
nent to trade. There is a population of 
nearly 50,000,000, who have so far been 
shut off from the commerce of the rest of 
the world. The inhabitants of Congo 
Land are far superior in every way to the 
negroes of both the east and west coast 
of Africa. They are more industrious 
and in a higher scale of semi-civilization. 
Central Africa now produces many arti- 
cles of prime necessity to the rest of the 
world, and will in time consume vast 
quantities of goods in the way of cloth- 
ing and ornaments as well as luxuries. 
There is strife between the different na- 
tions as to which shall profit by this 
trade, but of course the United States is 
out of the race, as Europe can undersell 
us, and we have no ships of our own. 
Naturally Great Britain would profit 
most by the opening of the Congo coun- 
try; but France is first in this field, and 
Germany has entered her claim for an 
equality with other nations. The latter 
power is making itself felt in every quar- 
ter of the globe. Bismarck evidently 
believes that the maritime greatness of 
Great Britain has eulminated, and that 
Germany has the best chance of being 
her successor as mistress of the seas and 
as owner of vast colonial possessions. 
Although the United States will not prof- 
it by opening of the Congo to commerce, 
it is some salve to our national vanity to 
know that it was an American, Henry M. 
Stanley, who first discovered the possi- 
bilities of the Congo, and who announced 
its importance to the outside world. 
But his great work has been done under 
the auspices of the Belgian government. 
—Demorest’'s Monthly.
